Upon the contrary, the United 
Stales government tod-ay will not touch with 
its finger tips any constructive endeavor 
to 


provide international substitutes for v.iar. 


"In about onHy one international task is the 


United States government displaying any en- 
thusiasm, namely, collecting our debts^ to tho 
last penny. The senate refuses to consider the. 
world court. 


"So Great Britain will 
collect her debts. 


France seizes the Ruhr to collect her debts, 
the whole western world which ought primarily 
to be devoting its intelligence and energy to 
building up international substitutes for war 
is instead concentrating its thought on selfish 
ends. . 


"The?' want a few of the simple, human, 


peaceable chances to see the goodness of the 
Lord in the land of the living, and if our civil- 
ization were even moderately ^directed toward 
decent purposes they could have what they 
want. But not the way the world is going now! 
Not with France in the Ruhr and the United 
States- refusing all international action except 
the collection of their own debts. 


"Surely there is a chance, ieft yet if the 


more forward-looking people o£ the nation will 
bring influence to bear in the senate to' per- 
suade that extraordinary -body of men that a 
World Court, endeavoring to put law in the 
place of chaos, is not simply something into 
which we might go, but something-"which it 
will be our everlasting shame to stay out of."

Former Head of Scotland Yard Says That Many Released Under American Sys- 


tem Return to Crime; Murder More Frequent Here Than in England,

Sir Basfi Thomson, the former head of Scot- 


land .Yard, who has completed an - extensive 
tour of the U. S., says that his recent general 
observations of crime pun- 
ishment 
in America indi- 


cated much misplaced sym- 
pathy for the offender, and 
' often none f.or the victim, 
whose 
wrongs 
are 
fre- 


quently forgotten, 


"My impressions are that 


wardens and other oiRcials 
having to do with penal in- 
stitutions a r e frequently 
far too lenient with their 
charges," he said recently 
in New York.y"Many war- 
dens of penitentiaries ap- 
pear to yield to certain-temptation! and sym- 
pathize with their charyesi ;which is very nat- 
ural to. human, nature, and they; forgit all 
about the victima. To: use an Americaniim, I 
would say there appears to be many iob »iiter» 
of.the male: sex :in-th«'penitepti»riei: 'than i« 
goed for-thewelfare of the' comiBiunity." 


He suggested that firm ness in hVidlingvth* 


crimin«l *li»old hi conducted »lon»lin«»- to 


convince the offender always that .crime does 
not pay, and that the certain sequel to a con- 
tinuation of crime is severe piinishment. Sir 
Basil questioned the wisdom of the functions 
of the Parole Board, o£ which there is no sim- 
ilar body- in Great Britain, .and he ventured 
the opinion that.the criminal' released under 
the parole system was of ten, found to have" re- 
lapsed to crime. 


"According to the im'y existing statistics on 


national crimes here, as compiled by the Amer- 
ican Bar association, ev»ry one in 12,080 ofS 
population in America is boin to 
be slain, 


while the figures in England -show thai, only 
one in every 634,000 persons .loses his life by 
murder. Tn England crimes of swindling and- 
of personal offenses exceed Siose of'America, 
go that while you people of America, are the' 
most honest and the cleanest people of «ny na- 
tion, you are, according to .the records, this 
most violent people on earth." 


Sir Basil declared that one important -way 


to reoHict crime here could only be'met by * 
Federal law, which must include an agreement 
with Canada, regulating the sale and ue>ti of 
rtvolven, 
.
